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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens: 


In the School Board’s estimates for the coming year 
the cost of transportation is $362 higher than last 
year’s estimate, which was found to be this amount 
under the actual requirements for the current year. 
Last year’s budget also underestimated by about $200 
the amount needed for High School Tuition this year. 
The estimate for the coming year is $250 above last 
year’s estimate, or about $50 more than actual cost 
this year. 


If a substantial balance had not been carried over last 
June it would have been necessary to provide an extra 
amount to balance the books at the close of the current 
year. 


The increase in State Aid for next year is offset by 
sheep damage which leaves no dog money available for 
the schools. 


A recommendation to raise $325 to install septic toilets 
at the Pearl School was considered, but in view of the 
increases mentioned it was decided to postpone this 
request for another year. 


The eighteen pupils graduated from our eighth grade 
last June helped to swell the number of pupils in high 
schools this year to thirty-four as compared with last 
year’s twenty-four. The Roll of Perfect Attendance 
contains twenty-one names, seven more than the pre- 
vious year. Cases of tardiness have dropped from two 
hundred eighteen to one hundred sixty-nine. The per 
cent of attendance which was very good last year has 
risen to nearly ninety-six. 


Miss Perham at the Brown School and Miss Ramsdell 
at the Osborne were released during the summer to 
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take better positions. We were fortunate in securing 
experienced teachers for each of these small schools, 
as the supply of good teachers in the elementary field 
is becoming less.
